A review on July 21, 1964, of the military service records 
on file at the Military Personnel Records Center, St, Louis, Missouri, 
indicated Robert Steele Collier, Serial Number AF 11 279 400, enlisted 
in the United States Air Force on April 8, 1954, and•entered on active 
duty on the same date at Boston Army Base, Massachusetts. 

He was undesirably discharged on March 25* 1957* as an Air¬ 
man Basic at Manhattan Beach Air Force Station, Brooklyn, New York by 
reason of conviction by a civil court while in service. 


His record indicated he was tried and convicted by the 
Magistrates Court, The Hyde, Hendon, London N 0 W.-9* England on 
October 18, 1956 for unlawfully wounding a British subject and was 
ordered to pay a fine of fifty pounds (fl40„00). This incident 
involved an altercation between Collier and two of his friends, and- 
the manager and patrons of a public house (pub). During this alter¬ 
cation, Collier and one of his friends were stabbed and the manager 
of the pub was slashed severely on the hands. The manager and 
witnesses testified in court that they had seen Collier waving a 
knife about, and the manager stated 5 1b/was Collier that had 
slashed him with the knife. '

We attempted to interview him re his Cuba trip? however, 
he refused to be interviewed. 

He received an undesirable discharge from Air Force 1957 
because of his involvement in a stabbing and subsequent conviction 
by a civil court, 

' He allegedly carries a carbine rifle with him in his car. 

He presently is involved in a conspiracy with other 
individuals to dynamite the Statute of Liberty, the Liberty Bell in 
Philadelphia and the Washington Monument.

The 
forces of this new organization are to consolidate all 
existing forces around Progressive Labor and organize 
additional forces; expand and improve political activities; 
win additional forces to an outlook of Marxism-Leninism and 
increase the open advocacy of socialism; develop a significant 
Mai-’xist-Leninicc program for the new party; and organize a 
collective organization of leaders and members. 

"The Worker," an East Coast Communist 
newspaper, issue of January 7, 1962, 

Page' Ten, Column Three, reported the 
expulsion of MILTON ROSEN, former Labor 
Secretary of the New York State Communist 
Party, from the Communist Party, United 
States of America. 

A second and third source advised in February, 1963; 
that this new Marxist-Leninist party had not yet been organized 
on a formal basis, but that Progressive Labor groups had been 
formed in several localities in line with the proposals of 
MILTON ROSEN. The sources advised as of February, 1963, 
that the leaders of this group were referring to it as 
the Progressive Labor Movement. 

A fourth source advised on March 15, 1964, 'that 
the Progressive Labor Movement follows, supports, and Is 
politically orientated toward the Communist Party line of 
Red China rather than that of the Soviet Union. 

A fifth source advised on March 28, 1964, that at 
a Progressive Labor Movement meeting held in New York City 
on that date, it was announced that the Progressive Labor . 
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Movement would try to hold a national convention in New 
York City In September, 1964, to organize the Progressive 
Labor Movement on a more formal basis into a Progressive 
Labor Party. 

The fifth source also advised that the Progressive 
Labor Movement publishes a monthly magazine called, 
"Progressive Labor" and also a quarterly theoretical 
publication called the "Marxist-Leninist Quarterly. 

The source also advised that starting June 1, 1964, the 
Progressive Labor Movement would start publishing a 
weekly newspaper in New York City.

On June 28, 1964, MALCOLM X LITTLE, founder and 
leader of the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly 
announced the formation of a new, all Negro, militant civil 
rights action group to be known as the Organization of Afro* 
American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman, This 
announcement was made at a public rally held by the MMI 
in the Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and l66th Street, New 
York City. 


A' printed and published statement of basic OAAU 
aims read by MALCOLM X at this meeting Indicates that It 
shall include "all” people of African descent in the 
Western Hemisphere, as well as "our" brothers and sisters 
on the African continent. It is patterned after the "letter 
and spirit" of the Organization of African Unity established 
(by African heads of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, In 
May, 1963. 


A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at this 
meeting indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate 
differences between Negroes so they can work together for 
"human rights," while the initial objective Is to 
"Internationalize" the American civil rights movement by 
taking It to the United Nations. LITTLE condemned the non¬ 
violent civil rights movement and claims that Negroes should 
be taught to protect themselves, when and if necessary. 

The OAAU will sponsor a program for Negroes of education, 
politics, culture, economics and social reform. 

On August 19, 1964, a confidential source advised 
that the headquarters of the OAAU are located in MMI head¬ 
quarters, Suite 128, Hotel Theresa, 2090 7th Avenue, New York 
City.

On November 3, 1964, a source made available a 
document entitled "The Revolutionary Action Movement 
Manifesto," the document having been obtained by the source 
from an individual known to be a member of RAM. 


This document stated. In part, that RAM was 
officially organized In the Winter of 19^3, by Afro- 
Americans who support the revolutionary objectives of 
ROBERT F. WILLIAMS, now residing in Cuba, and his concept 
of organized violence to achieve the liberation of the Afro- 
American people In the United States. This Manifesto reflected 
that RAM had oriented its program to one of education and 
political revolution and the organization of a "black 
political party with revolutionary objectives, having 
recognized the need for a "black revolution" that could 
and would seize power. RAM philosophy is described in 
this document as one of revolutionary nationalism, that is, 
one involving the struggles of the non-white races of the world 
against exploitation and enslavement by the white capitalist 
and imperialist nations. 

Regarding WILLIAMS,above, it should be noted that on 
August 28, 1961, a Federal warrant was issued at Charlotte, 
North Carolina, charging him with Unlawful Plight to Avoid 
Prosecution for the Crime of Kidnapping. Subsequent to the 
issuance of this warrant, WILLIAMS fled the United States to 
Cuba, where he now publishes a monthly newsletter entitled 
"The Crusader," from Havana.

COLLIER ( L] 
was charged with violation of Section 1897., Subdivision 
7 of the Penal Law, in that he did have in his possession 
a quantity of explosives and did intend to use the same in 
an unlawful manner. 

On February 16, 1965, ROBERT STEELS COLLIER 
'was arraigned before Judge T. VINCENT QUINN at the 
Bronx County Criminal Court Building, 162nd Street and j j j \ 

Washington Avenue, Bronx, Hew York, on a charge of ( " * / 

violation of Section 1897* Subdivision 7 of the Penal 
Law, in that he did have in his possession a quantity of 
explosives and did intend to use the same in an unlawful 
manner. 


COLLIER, who was not represented by an attorney, , 1 t 
was held over for a hearing on February 23* 196b* and was ; 
held in bail of $100,000. COLLIER was remanded to the 
custody of the New York City Department of Correction in 
lieu of bond. 


On February 23* 1965* a preliminary hearing was 
held in Bronx County Criminal Court* 162nd Street and 
Washington Avenue, Bronx, New York, before Judge NEAL 
BOTTIGLIERI for ROBERT STEELE COLLIER.

The "New York Times" newspaper dated April 
2, 1964, page 37t contained an article 
stating that Mrs. MARGUERITE C. OSWALD had 
dismissed MARK LANE, her New York lawyer. 

On June 10, 1963., NY T-4, advised that at 
a meeting of the New York Council to 
Abolish the House Un-American Activities 
Committee ( NYCAHUAC) held May 28, 1963,

This Manifesto reflected 
that RAM had oriented its program to one of education^and 
political revolution and the organisation of a "black 
political party with revolutionary objectives, having 
recognized the need for a '"black revolution" that could 
and would seise power. RAM philosophy is described in 
this document as one of revolutionary nationalism, that is, 
one involving the struggles of the non-white races of the world 
against exploitation and enslavement by the white capitalist 
and imperialist nations. 

Regarding WILLIAMS,above, it should be noted that on 
August 28, 1961, a Federal warrant was Issued at Charlotte, 
North Carolina, charging him with Unlawful Flight to Avoid 
Prosecution for the Crime of Kidnapping. Subsequent to the 
issuance of this warrant, WILLIAMS fled the United States to 
Cuba, where he now publishes a monthly newsletter entitled 
"The Crusader," from Havana.

During these Interviews attempt to elicit 
specifics regarding contemplated violence discussed 
at recent conference of captioned organization includ¬ 
ing that discussed at the special meeting as alleged 
by WFO source* In this connection it should be noted 
that to date we have received no data to corroborate 
information furnished by WFO source regarding the 
special meeting reportedly held at the recent conference 
of captioned organization. As regards reported violence 
discussed at tbs special meeting, several sources have 
furnished data regarding general statements made at 
the conference Itself regarding violent acta. A 
Buffalo source stated that he heard an unidentified 
Negro male talking in casual conversation in which he 
spoke of bombing the New York Stock Exchange and the 
Empire State Building. The Buffalo source also stated 
be beard a general comment that so methi ng would have to 
be done to oppose George Wallace If he became a front 
runner in the present election campaign. A Baltimore 
source stated that at the opening session of the conference 
Stokely Carmichael gave examples of what revolutionaries 
must do and Carmichael cited what students did at the 
University of California; namely, tampering with power 
plants and telephone systems. This information Is being 
pointed out to New York since it is most important that 
we ascertain whether acts of violence have been set In 
motion as a result of the special meeting referred to 
by the WFO source or whether, in feet, acts of violence 
were discussed in general at the over-all conference 
without any specific plans being set up to carry out 
this violence.

The SCTC was sponsoring a trip to Cuba during the 
summer of 1964 in order to test the U. S. Government's ban 
of travel to Cuba.

Labor groups held a conference in New York City on July 1, 
1962; where MILTON ROSEN acted as chairman.

ROSEN stated that a more formal organization was necessary, 
one which would provide a framework for all who wanted to 
Join in a united effort to build an American vanguard. The 
forces of this new organization are to consolidate all 
existing forces around Progressive Labor and organize 
additional forces; expand and improve political activities; 
win additional forces to an outlook of Marxism-Leninism and 
increase the open advocacy of socialism; develop a significant 
Marxist-Leninist program for the new party; and organize a 
collective organization of leaders and members. 

"The Worker," an east coast communist 
newspaper. Issue of January 7 , 1962, 

Page Ten, Column Three, reported the 
expulsion of MILTON ROSEN, former Labor 
Secretary of the New York State Communist 
Party, from the Communist Party, United 
States of America. 


A second and third source advised in February, 1963* 
that this new Marxist-Leninist party had not yet been organized 
on a formal basis, but that Progressive Labor groups had been 
formed in several localities in line with the proposals of 
MILTON ROSEN.

who stated that as students they would like a chance to 
see and evaluate the situation in Cuba for themselves • 
and had received an offer of transportation and two weeks 
stay in Cuba from the Federation of University Students in 
Havana* as guests of the Federation. The Committee accepted 
the offer and applied to the United States State Department 
for passport validation which was refused; however* over 
fifty students planned to defy the State Department ban 
and go to Cuba.

According to its official newspaper, the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in 
Oakland, California, to organize black people so they can 
take control of the life, politics, a nd the destiny of the 
y. It was organised by I ~l 

and HUEY P. NEWTON, BPP Minister of Defense. 
NEWTON is presently serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years on a 
conviction of manslaughter in connection with the killing of 
an Oakland police officer. 

The official nevispaper, ''The Black panther 1 ', which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service 1 ', 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistently 
referred to in the publication as "pigs i! who should be killed. 

"The Black Panther" issue of September 7 > 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE 
MASON MURRAY, which ends with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere^ Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom 
everywhere. Dynamite’ Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the 
.pSgs’ evex*ywhere. " 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement, "... we will not dissent from American Government. 

We will overthrow it." 

Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain 
quotations from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the 
People's Republic of China and feature MAO's statement that 
"political power grows out of the barrel of a gun." 

The national headquarters of the BPP is located at 
3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, California. Branches have been 
established at various locations tVix-oughout the United States.

In 1965, Collier was convicted and 
sentenced to a 5-year prison term for possession of explosives 
growing out of a plot to blow up the Statue of Liberty. In 
1969, he was charged with plotting to kill policemen and conspiring 
to dynamite city department stores, police stations and a commuters 
railroad right of way. He was acquitted of these latter charges 
and was released in mid-1971. 

No information has been received since his release 
which indicates involvement in extremist activity. Accordingly, 
we are in agreement with the New York Office that subject does not 
represent a threat to national security at this time.

Collier and his associates had ir| 
their possession an assortment of handguns 
and shoulder weapons along with eleven hancj 
grenades at the time of the arrest.‘ An 
additional six hand grenades were recovered 
based on information furnished by a New York 
Office informant. Collier was convicted ir 
L965 of conspiracy to destroy Government 
property. The conviction arose out of 
lollier's involvement in a plot to blow up 
the Statue of Liberty, the Washington Monu-| 
nent and the Liberty Bell. Collier was 
recently identified as a Black Liberation 
Army leader by a source of the Cleveland 
Dffice. NYCPD had previously advised that 
associates of Collier were traveling to 
3t. Croix, Virgin Islands, to take photo¬ 
graphs of possible targets for some undis¬ 
closed revolutionary mission. New York 
Office is closely following this matter.

"New York Times" and the "New York Daily News" daily news¬ 
papers published in New York City stating that a 1973 six- 
count indictment, charging COLLIER with selling hand grenades 
and other illegal weapons to an undercover officer of the 
New York City Police Department (NYCPD) had been dismissed 
on 7/28/75 in Manhattan Criminal Court. The motion to dis¬ 
miss the indictment was granted by Acting Supreme Justice 
PETER M. MC QUILLAN, who stated in his 56-page decision that 
there was "a compelling need for legislation to govern covert 
Police activity." 

Justice MC QUILLAN stated that five days after 
COLLIER and twelve other defendants were acquitted of an 
alleged conspiracy to bomb Police Stations and other public 
places in May, 1971, a Police unit, known as the Bureau of 
Special . Services (BOSS), sent an undercover detective,

in. Justice MC QUILLAN continued that at that time there was

"no probable cause" to believe that a crime had been committed. 
In his opinion. Justice MC QUILLAN stated that "a Police agency 
does not have power to plant a spy within a community." In 
his opinion, "such unbridled power clashes with the value of 
an open society.” 

Justice MC QUILLAN said that his decision was npt 
intended to hamper traditional undercover infiltration prompted 
by some evidence of criminal activity, but that the Police 
went "too far in this case." He stated that his decision to 
supress the evidence gathered during the investigation and to 
dismiss the indictment "constitutes partial reparation for the 
unwarranted ruptured privacy of the defendant's person, home, 
papers, and effects."

The Fuerzas Armadas de Liberacion Nacional Puertor- 
riquena (Armed Forces for Puerto Rican National Liberation) 

(FALN) describes itself in its Communique Humber One, dated 
October 26, 1974, as part of the international workers revo¬ 
lution and all people fighting for national liberation. In 
this communique claiming credit for the bombing of five banks 
in New York City (NYC) on October 26, 1974, the FALN advised 
it was attacking "major yanki corporations in NYC in commem¬ 
oration of the October 30, 1950 uprising in Puerto Rico against 
yanki colonial dominati ons“; demanding "the release of_the rive 
Puerto Rican political prisoners"; and demanding "the immediate 
and unconditional independence of Puerto Rico." The FALN sub¬ 
sequently claimed credit in its Communiques Numbers Two and Three 
for the booby-trap bombing in NYC seriously injuring a New York 
City Police Department (NYCPD) Officer on December 11, 1974, 
and the bombing of Fraunces Tavern Restaurant in NYC on Jan¬ 
uary 24, 1975, in which four persons were killed and approx¬ 
imately 57 injured. On April 2-3, 1975, explosions occurred 
at four businesses in NYC, resulting in property damage. FALN 
Communique Number Four claimed credit for the bombing of Fraunces 
Tavern Restaurant on January 24, 1975. In Communique number 
Four, the FALN advises "To the FALN, the issue is very clear; 
at no time can we allow an attack by the enemy upon our people 
go unanswered. Facist terror is met with revolutionary violence. 
All four FALN Communqiues mentioned above were recovered by the 
NYCPD from telephone booths and news media publications. On 
June 14, 1975, two explosions occurred in Chicago, 111inoisre¬ 
sulting in slight property damage. Shortly after these bombings, 
the Chicago Police Department recovered FALN Communique Number 
Five. In this communique, the FALN advised that the bombings 
"demonstrate to the United States Government that the mobile 
guerrilla units of the FALN can hit anywhere in the United 
States." This communique again demanded the immediate release 
of "four NATIONALIST PRISONERS being held in yanki jail's, and 
the unconditional independence of PUERTO RICO." The communique 
further made reference to the Puerto Rican Day Parade being 
held in Chicago on June 14, 1975, and advised that the FALN 
expressed their solidarity with the victorious people of Vietnam, 
Cambodia, and Laos. 
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VENCEREMOS BRIGADE 


The Venceremos Brigade (VB) was formed in June, 

1969 , in cooperation with the Cuban Government to show 
support for a successful communist revolutionary govern¬ 
ment and to encourage American youth to travel to Cuba in 
defiance of a ban on travel to Cuba by the U.S. Department 
of State. The VB seeks participation of subversive people 
in the United States, based on their support for.the com¬ 
munist regime and desire to aid in harvesting agricultural 
products and construction of housing in Cuba. The VB has 
stated it will seek to educate people about imperialism and 
foster a revolution against it. Individual members of the 
VB have made statements to the effect that the most signif¬ 
icant effect of the Brigade would be to build a revolutionary 
movement in the U.S. around those who go the Cuba. The VB 
utilizes a questionnaire to screen applicants and recruit¬ 
ment for membership In recent Brigades has favored Individuals 
with subversive backgrounds. It is known that officials of 
the Cuban Government have played a dominant and decisive 
role in the formulation of VB policy and in selection of VB 
leaders and members for recent VB contingents. VB members 
are known to have been contacted by various hostile Intel¬ 
ligence services while in Cuba and it is known that the VB 
is being used by these intelligence services for spotting 
purposes as well as recruiting intelligence agents and support 
personnel. The VB is currently headquartered in New York City. 
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WEATHERMAN 


The' Weatherman group, now commonly veferreu to as 
the Weather Underground, was formed in June, 1909, as a 
faction of the Students for a Democratic. Society. A Weatherman 
ideological paper entitled ’’You Don't ICceo a Weatherman to 
Know Which Way*the Wind Blows,” prepared in June, 1969, stated 
the basic philosophy of this group is darxist-Leninist in content 
but with strong advocacy that action, not theory, woulu bring _ 
about revolution izi the United Sta tes. In miu-February, 197J, 
members of the Weatherman entered an underground status with 
an intended program of "strategic sabotage" with police anu 
military installations as primary targets. 

Current Federal warrants arc outstanding for a 
number of Weatherman wanted for violations of Federal statutes 
anu local criminal violations. Since 1970, the Weather 
Underground has claimed responsibility for a number of 
bombing's, .including the U. S. Capitol Building in March, 1971; 
the Pentagon- Building" in May, 1972; and the Anaconda-American 
Brass Company Building in Oakland in September, 1974. In 
October, 1973, a Weatherman fugitive, in a letter to the 
press, encouraged -other revolutionaries to.assume-an underground 
status, noting that the underground provides*-'a x-evolutionary 
haven for operations looking toward the violent overthrow of 
this .Government. . . 

In the late Summer, 197-4, Weather Underground 
issued a lC-5~page• booklet entitled'"Prairie Fire.’ 1 The 
introduction is dated May 9, 1974, and the book is broken 
down into various chapters including one identifying specific 
locations where 19 bombing incidents occurred wherein the 
Weather Underground is taking credit. This book calls for 
"the violent overthrow of the bourgeoisie^ the establishment 
of the dictatorship of the proletariat, akd the eradication 
of the social system based on profit." 
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
